Specification 


1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it reads like a claim. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 


3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. With regard to claim 5, the applicant claims "wherein 
the first message another further includes" (In. 1-2). It is not understood whether the 
applicant is claiming a second (another) message as the message is transmitted at "the 
time of the handover" (In. 3-4).

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-4 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Tiedemann, Jr. et al (6,246,673). With regard to claim 1 , Tiedemann et al discloses a 
handoff method between an asynchronous serving station, BTS1 , (asynchronous radio 
network) and a synchronous target base station, BTS2, (neighboring synchronous 
systems). BTS1 sends a neighbor list that includes forward link characteristics for each 
neighbor base station (handover related information) to the mobile (col. 16, In. 60-64). 
The mobile station further sends a pilot signal strength measurement message 
(measurement value) to BTS1 indicating the signal strength received by the mobile 
station by BTS2 (col. 15, In. 50-57). The neighbor list includes forward link 
characteristics such as pilot offset (activation time information) (col. 16, In. 64-67). 
Additional fields allow the mobile station to determine the PN long code state (long code 
state) (col. 18, In. 37-38). 
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With regard to claim 2, the neighbor list includes forward link characteristics such 
as pilot offset (activation time information) (col. 16, In. 64-67). Additional fields allow the 
mobile station to determine the PN long code state (long code state) (col. 18, In. 37-38). 

With regard to claim 3, discloses an ID channel 804 in which the PN offset 
information and PN long code information are sent (system information message) (col 
18, In 33-35 and 37-38). The ID channel 804 is continuously repeated (periodically 
transmitted) (col. 18, In. 57-58). 

With regard to claim 4, the mobile station further sends a pilot signal strength 
measurement message (measurement control message) to BTS1 indicating, the signal 
strength received by the mobile station by BTS2 (col. 15, In. 50-57). 

With regard to claim 10, the mobile station further sends a pilot signal strength 
measurement message (measurement value) to BTS1 indicating the signal strength 
received by the mobile station by BTS2 (col. 15, In. 50-57).
